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ACTIVITY   PERIODS 


Among  the  many  innovations  this  year  were 
the  "activity"  periods.   This  is  a  period  desicned 
to  bring  extra-curricular  activities  into  the  school 
timetable.   There  are  two  such  periods  each  six-day 
cycle.   In  September,  several  clubs  were  introduced. 
After  the  first  month  it  became  evident  that  this 
system  had  several  imperfections.   This  was  of  no 
fault  of  the  organizer,  ilr.  Iversen,  who  managed  to 
schedule  some  150  boys  into  fifteen  clubs  very 
efficiently  in  a  highly  commendable  manner. 

The  main  problem  with  the  activity  periods 
were  that  many  clubs  met  too  often  and  that  many  boys 
were  not  seriously  interested  in  the  club  they  joined. 
Added  to  these  problems  was  the  fact  that  many  boys 
joined  a  couple  of  clubs  simply  to  avoid  the  "Reading 
Club",   As  can  be  seen,  these  problems  revolve  around 
the  difficulties  encountered  when  spontaneous  and 
voluntary  extra-curricular  activities  are  scheduled 
into  a  "mandatory"  and  pre-set  period. 

Host  extra-curricular  activities  are  voluntary 
and  are  formed  because  certain  individuals  are  interested 
in  such  an  activity.   Unfortunately,  once  the  selection 
of  clubs  becomes  static  and  these  clubs  are  made  "mandat- 
ory" (  after  all,  it's  easier  to  "hack"  around  for  two 
periods  a  week  than  to  join  the  "Reading  Club"),  the  same 
genuine  interest  and  enjoyment  cannot  be  expected  of  all 
the  members.   This  results  in  the  clubs  finding  themselves 
desperately  trying  to  entertain  the  members  rather  than 
the  members  entertaining  themselves.   This,  of  course, 
defeats  the  purpose  of  a  club. 

Each  club  is  analagous  to  an  individual  and 
has  different  needs  and  demands.  For  this  reason,  what 
may  suit  one  club  may  not  suit  another.   This  is  especially 
true  of  time  demands.   This  year  each  club  had  two  forty- 
minute  periods  per  six-day  cycle.   This  would  be  ideal  if 
every  club  needed  eighty  minutes  a  week.   Unfortunately, 
this  was  not  the  case,   Ilany  clubs  found  themselves  with 
too  much  time  on  their  hands  and  some  had  to  cut  out  one 
period  altogether.   Of  course  such  a  dilemma  depends  on 
the  nature  of  the  club.   For  instance,  "a"  checkers  club 
or  crafts  club  could  easily  find  enough  to  do  for  eighty 
minutes  a  week,  whereas  the  members  of  "a*^  numismatic  club 
would  find  it  difficult  to  talk  about  coins  for  two  periods 
a  week.   Most  of  the  clubs  found  themselves  in  the  second 
category,

Nevertheless  it  cannot  be  denied  that  the 
"Activity  Periods"  helped  to  fill  a  void  that  existed 
because  of  the  fact  that  many  boys  could  not  partake 
in  extra-curricular  activities  due  to  commuting 
difficulties.   For  this  reason,  it  was  a  step  in  the 
right  direction.   It  most  certainly  worked  on  paper 
and  the  inspirator  had  very  good  intentions.   Problems 
were  encountered  as  can  be  expected  of  any  prototype. 
V/hat  can  be  done  to  perfect  this  system  for  next  year? 

For  any  club  to  be  successful  there  must  be 
genuine  interest  on  the  part  of  the  students.  Therefore, 
a  serious  discussion  between  the  students  and  the  organizers 
should  take  place  where  any  students  interested  in  forming 
a  club  could  come  forward.   This  would  have  to  be  more 
advanced  than  writing  down  on  a  list  what  clubs  one  would 
like  to  see  in  operation.   This  is  assuming  that  some 
oelwyn  House  students  are  dynamic  and  do  not  have  to  be 
led  like  sheep. 

Solving  the  second  problem  is  more  complex. 
Although  many  clubs  found  themselves  meeting  too  often, 
some  could  have  used  more  timiC.   It  is  therefore  impossible 
to  schedule  the  needs  of  all  the  clubs  within  the  school 
timetable.   One  solution  would  be  to  have  one  period  during 
school  and  time,  if  needed,  after  school.   Even  this  has 
its  drawbacks  as  the  conimuting  boys  would  find  themselves 
estranged  from  these  periods. 

Hopefully,  by  next  year,  these  problems  will  have 
been  acted  upon  and  the  activity  periods  will  run  more 
efficiently.

i'lR.  F.  GORDON  PHILLIPS 


\Iith   the  retirement  of  Ilr,  Phillips  at  the  end 
of  this  School  year, we  shall  lose  the  last  of  the  staff 
members  who  worked  under  Mr.  V/anstall. 

Alm.03t  the  whole  of  Ilr.  Phillips'  long  and 
valuable  teaching  career  has  been  spent  at  Selwyn  House. 
He  taught  for  a  year  at  Lower  Canada  College  before  decid- 
ing, wisely,  to  join  us  in  1933;   at  the  beginning  of 
Dr.  Speirs'  regime,  he  migrated  briefly  into  Ontario,  but 
was  soon,  happily,  back  with  us.   V/e  have  benefited  greatly 
from  his  return,  and  since  that  time  we  have  seen  four  of 
his  sons  pass  through  the  School  and  on  to  universities  and 
successful  careers. 

It  is  difficult,  perhaps,  for  the  present  School 
to  imagine  ilr,  Phillips  as  he  was  in  those  remote  days  before 
they  (  and  in  many  cases,  their  fathers)  were  born,  or  even 
to  recognize  him  in  some  of  the  earlier  photographs  on  the 
walls  of  the  corridors.   On  the  other  hand,  there  are  many 
fathers  who  can  do  so  -  -  who  recall  the  delight  of  boys  in 
other  classes  when,  from  time  to  time,  the  tranquility  of 
Redpath  Street  was  broken  by  Ilr.  Phillips'  stentorian,  mono- 
syllabic roar;   who  can  remember  the  alacrity  with  which  they 
obeyed  the  shrill,  querulous  whistle,  so  unlike  any  other; 
who,  above  all,  recall  gratefully  all  that  llr.  Phillips  con- 
tributed to  their  progress. 


, . ./  • 
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Apart  from  his  long  and  vnlued  services  as  a 
teacher,  ilr.  Phillips  has,  ot  different  times,  been 
responsible  for  a  varied  range  of  activities  with  which 
the  modern  generation  does  not  associate  him.   For  many 
years  he  efficiently  directed  the  athletic  programme  of 
the  School.   Until  growing  numbers  and  increased  staff 
enabled  him  to  hand  over  the  work,  he  roganized  all 
games;   he  skilfully  coached  teams  at  cricket,  soccer 
and  hockey  -  and  those  who  did  not  shine  at  these  will 
remember  his  "voluntary  art"  classes,  which  were  the 
inescapable  alternative  to  them.   For  an  even  longer 
period,  Mr,  Phillips  each  year  organized  the  track  meet, 
which  was  then  one  of  the  two  major  social  functions  in 
the  cjchool  year,  with  an  efficiency  which  has  not  been 
surpassed.   More  dear  to  his  heart,  perhaps,  was  his  work 
with  the  school  choirs.   He  has  been  a  Church  organist 
for  all  these  years,  and  his  work  at  St.  George's  Church  has 
been  outstanding;   at  one  time,  he  conducted  massed  choirs 
brilliantly.   This  ability  he  turned  to  training  groups 
of  boys  in  the  School  for  their  public  performances; 
parents  and  Old  Boys  all  looked  forward  eagerly  to  the 
choral  work  which  was  so  essential  a  part  of  the  annual 
entertainments  and  the  prizegivings  under  Dr.  Speirs.   The 
School  choirs,  from  time  to  time,  even  reached  wider  audiences 
through  radio  and  television  broadcasts. 

'./hen  Mr.  Howis  retired  in  1952,  Ilr.  Phillips 
became  Senior  ilaster,  and  the  scope  of  his  duties  and 
influence  naturally  widened^   He  maintained  a  firm  standard 
of  discipline  in  the  senior  school,  and  began  his  long 
association  with  parents.   V/ith  the  greatly  increased 
numbers  which  made  the  move  to  '/estnount  necessary  in 
1961,  he  found  it  necessary  to  concentrate  his  energies 
on  the  arduous  duties  of  Director  of  Senior  Studies,  in 
which  capacity  boys  now  are  most  familiar  with  Vim.   His 
work  in  this  specialized  field  has  been  conscientious  and 
thorough,  and  many  Old  Boys  readily  acknowledge  the  debt 
thej  owe  to  Mr,  Phillips'  guidance  in  the  past. 

Conditions  have  undergone  strange  changes  while 
llr.  Phillips  has  been  with  the  School  -  and  not  all  changes 
can  be  regarded  as  improvements,  even  if  they  are  signs  of 
the  times.   Forty  years  are  long  enough  to  be  crowded  with 
a  wealth  of  memories,  to  be  contemiplated  with  happy  retrospect 
or  wistful  regret.   Not  many  of  us  remain  now  to  be  able  to 
share  those  memories  with  him,  but  those  few  can  testify 
to  the  contribution  Ilr.  Phillips  has  made  towards  the  develop- 
ment of  Selwyn  House  School.   Those  whom  he  taught  Latin  can 
truthfully  say,  with  Virgil,  Forsan  et  heac  olim  meminisse 
juvabit.  All  of  us,  even  in  these  less  classically  cultured 
times,  can  honestly  join  in  wishing  Ilr.  Phillips  a  happy  and 
well-earned  rest  after  his  long  and  strenuous  stay  at  Selwyn 
House  School,  .

This  term  we  regretfully  bid  farewell  to 
llr.  Iversen,  who  begnn  his  teaching  career  when  he 
joined  3elv;yn  House  in  1952.   In  those  early  years 
he  showed  his  versatility  by  teaching  middle  school 
mathematics  and  English  as  well  as  French,  before, 
in  1957f  he  was  put  in  charge  of  the  French  depart- 
ment.  He  also  assisted  in  the  games  programme.  His 
special  field,  which  has  remained  his  ever  since, 
was  the  organizing  of  the  annual  ski  meets  -  outings 
greatly  enjoyed  by  all  who  have  taken  part  in  them> 
Old  Boys  of  the  Redpath  Street  era  will  also  recall 
his  brief  incursion  into  dramatics,  with  his  French 
plays,   (  ho   other  producer  at  the  School  has  ever 
dared  to  slaughter  the  entire  cast  before  the  final 
curtain). 

In  1968,  Mr,  Iversen  left  us  for  a  sabbatical 
year.   It  was  during  that  year  that  Dr,  Speirs  suffered 
his  serious  illness,  so  that  Ilr.  Iversen,  on  his  return, 
was  appointed  to  the  new  position  of  Assistant  Headmaster, 
It  is  in  that  capacity  that  he  will  be  remembered, 
particularly  for  this  work  in  counselling  the  senior 
boys  in  their  choice  of  universities,  and  in  supervising 
the  Students'  Council,  the  Entertainments  Committee,  and 
the  Project  Society,   The  newsletter  sent  out  to  parents 
and  Old  Boys  is  an  undertaking  which  lir.  Iversen  initiated 
and  continued  to  produce.   In  a  variety  of  other  ways,  less 
conspicuous  but  none  the  less  essential,  he  has  been  of 
great  value  to  the  routine  working  of  the  School. 

He  has  now  succumbed  to  the  lure  of  the  commercial 
world,  and  is  leaving  both  us  and  teaching.   Perhaps  we  can 
draw  some  comfort  from  the  reflection  that,  if  he  must  lose 
his  services,  we  do  not  have  to  relinquish  them  to  a  rival 
School.   Ihny  will  remember  Ilr,  Iversen  with  gratitude,  and 
all  will  join  us  in  wishing  him  every  success  in  his  new 
sphere  of  activity.

In  19^3  f  when  Ilrs,  llarkland  joined  the  staff 
of  Selwyn  House  School,  lir,  './anstall  was  headmaster, 
and  the  juniors  were  sternly  guided  by  iiiss  Snead,  in 
whose  ij^mory  the  Junior  House  Championship  shield  is 
namedo  vhen,  in  1950,  ill-health  forced  iliss  Snead  to 
retire,  it  ended  the  linlc  with  llr,  Ilacaulay's  days, 
and  also  marked  the  end  of  an  era  in  which  the  work 
of  the  lower  school  had  followed  rigid  lines  with  a 
heavy  emphasis  on  the  three  r's  without  frills. 

Mrs,  llarkland  then  took  over  the  direction 
of  the  junior  school,  and  she  was  able  to  give  freer 
rein  to  he  more  modern  and  progressive  ideas,  without 
sacrificing  the  best  in  traditional  methods;   and  that 
pattern  has  remained  ever  since.   Under  Ilrs,  llarkland, 
the  junior  school  has  grown  until  it  is  now  almost  as 
large  as  the  whole  school  was  when  first  she  car/ie;   in 
company  with  the  senior  school  it  has  acquired  a  wide 
variety  of  activities  which,  thirty  years  ago,  would 
have  been  unthinkable.   It  now  has  a  distinct  identity 
of  its  ov;n,  and  in  some  ways  quaint  customs  of  its  own, 
which  have  evolved  under  her  direction. 

It  had  been  Mrs.  llarkland 's  intention  to  retire 
lost  year,  but  she  was  persuaded  to  stay  on  for  a  time  to 
help  lire  Troubetzkoy  take  over.   In  June,  she  really  will 
be  retiring,  to  enjoy  a  home  life  with  her  husband,  whom 
she  married  nearly  two  years  ago  -  which  means  that  she 
will  no  longer  call  herself  Mrs,  Markland.

THE  NEiJ   MRKING  SCHEIIE 


In  the  new  method  of  marking  which  Mr,  Ilartin 
has  put  into  effect,  we  will  not  have  regular  tests.

Preceeding  the  trip  to  the  Museum  on  March 
the  seventh,  Mrs,  Harrison,  one  of  the  volunteer 
workers  there,  showed  us  some  slides  on  the  Indian  and 
Eskimo  cultures.   She  told  us  how  these  people  painted 
so  that  we  would  know  something  about  the  exhibits  when

Our  group  went  first  of  all  to  the  Eskimo  room 
where  we  saw  many  different  soapstone  carvings,  one  of

other  things,  masks,  totem  poles,  a  soul  catcher,  rattles 
and  pots.   Then  we  went  upstairs  to  the  main  exhibit 
which  was  on  Arthur  Villeneuve. 

Arthur  Villeneuve  was  a  high  school  drop-out 
who  became  a  barber  at  Chicoutini.  He  did  not  do  very 
well  as  a  barber  either  so  he  tried  his  luck  at  painting.

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He  did  not  go  to  Art  School,  so  he  had  to  start 
somewhere.   That  somewhere  happened  to  be  his 
house;  in  fact,  there  are  three  interior  doors  to 
his  house  on  display.   Once  he  opened  his  house  as 
a  Liuseura  and  charged  admission  because  he  was  in 
debt.   Critics  class  him  as  "naive".   Ke  saw  monsters 
in  his  dreams  so  he  fitted  them  into  the  rocks  of  most 
of  the  270  paintings  there.   He  also  uses  primary 
colours  in  all  his  paintings. 

His  show  ended  on  April  l6th.  It  is  a  very 
worthwhile  project  to  see,  but,  if  you  did  not,  the 
show  is  going  to  the  Quebec  Museum  of  Pine  Arts  in 
Quebec  City.

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INTERVIE/  v/ITH  KEN  DRYDEN  -  HELD  IN  THE 
MONTREAL  PORWI  RECENTLY 


Ken  Dryden  is  not  your  overage  NHL  goalie  - 
on  or  off  the  ice. 

In  addition  to  being  the  talle?!-  In   >:-he   league 
at  six  feet,  four  inches,  Dryden  spends  h^y  crvvay-froiu-the 
arena  tinie  digging  into  law  books  and  facts  pertaining  to 
the  current  environmental  struggle. 

This  year,  Dryden  will  graduate  from  IIcGill's 
course  on  coLinon  law.   His  cor.iDon  law  degree  will  allow 
him  to  practice  in  all  provinces  but  Quebec.   In  order 
to  practice  in  Quebec,  the  goalie  would  need  to  attend 
university  for  another  year  and  study  civil  law. 

Dryden  is  uncertain  whether  or  not  to  follow 
this  course  or  to  finish  his  civil  law  year  after  a  year 
or  two  of  playing  hockey, 

"Right  now,  I'm  a  bit  tired  from  playing  hockey 
and  attending  school,  I  haven't  decided  yet  whether  or  not 
to  take  civil  law". 

Last  summer,  shortly  after  the  Canadiens  won  the 
Stanley  Cup  with  a  big  assist  from  Dryden,  the  goalie  joined 
Ralph  Nader's  corps  of  young  lawyers  for  a  spell  of  work 
with  the  consumer  group,  nicknamed  "Nader's  Raiders", 

"Actually  I  worked  more  in  environmental  areas 
than  I  did  in  consumer",  he  said,  "But  I'm  interested  in 
the  broad  areas  of  public  interests". 

On  the  Canadiens  last  long  road  trip  to  the  United 
States  West  Coast,  Dryden  found  lots  to  do  during  his  time 
off. 

"I  spoke  with  people  from  the  Scientific  Pollution 
and  Environmental  Council,  the  California  Peoples  Lobby,  the 
Sierra  Club  and  Friends  of  the  Earth.   It  was  a  good  trip". 

A  strange  setting  for  an  NHL  goalie,  but  Dryden 
has  an  explanation.   "I'm  doing  a  paper  on  environr.iental 
citizen  action.   I  talked  to  lobbies  out  there  about  their 
stragegies", 

-  continued  - 
, , ,/  • 
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Dryden  ia  reluctant  to  discuss  his  inwediate 
future.   "Right  now,  I'n  playing  it  one  day  at  a  tinie". 

He  was  drafted  recently  by  the  Los  Angeles  entry 
in  the  new  Jorld  Hockey  Association,  but  refuses  to  be  pinned 
down  as  to  what  will  happen  in  that  direction.   His  contract 
with  the  Canadiens  is  finished  at  the  end  of  the  season,  but 
is  expected  to  be  renewed  before  the  schedule  is  completed. 

Asked  about  reports  he  has  been  offered  a  fabulous 
deal  to  Liove  to  the  Los  Angeles  franchise  frou  Montreal  -  a 
deal  which  reportedly  calls  for  S500,000c.00  over  five  years 
and  includes  a  partnership  in  the  law  firn  of  the  forrier 
California  governor,  Pat  Brown  -  Dryden  just  laughs. 

"I  only  wish  it  were  true"  he  says. 

Both  he  and  Gerry  Patterson,  who  handles  his 
business  affairs,  insist  they  have  received  no  firni  offers 
from  any  one  in  the  Los  Angeles  organization,  but  both 
adrait  they  have  been  approached  on  the  subject  of  the  change. 

Dryden  said  it  was  no  surprise  when  he  was  drafted 
by  Los  Angeles. 

"They  were  just  going  through  the  forcal  practice 

of  drafting  players.   It's  still  the  sane  status,  I  haven't 

heard  anything  meaningful,  and  until  I  do,  I  can't  decide 
anything". 

Ileanwhile,  Dryden  continues  as  the  prii-^e  candidate 
for  the  NHL's  rookie-of-the-year  award  when  the  current 
schedule  concludes.   After  last  Spring's  play-offs,  he  won 
the  Conn  Suythe  Trophy  as  the  best  perforuer  in  the  post- 
season race  to  the  Cup.

Future  Shock  deals  with  taony  fascinating  thoughts, 
such  as  past,  present  and  future,  tine  and  change, 
even  subterranean  cities.   It  foretells  how  knowledge 
will  develop  and  the  lives  of  the  people  of  the  future. 
The  book  describes  our  recreational  needs  in  the  future 
and  our  nonadic  lives  to  be.   The  book  tells  us  about 
friendship  in  the  future  and  our  organized  lives. 

It  explains  science  in  the  days  ahead  of  us  and  cur 
complex  environiient.

Enanuel.   The  evening  began  when  Ilr.  Nader  was  intro- 
ducede   He  stood  up,  adjusted  his  eicrophone  and 
started  to  talk  about  econonics.   He  then  talked  about 
how  man  always  seeias  to  create,  but  not  solve,  problems, 
and  how  this  ties  in  with  our  inefficient  system.   He 
njentioned  the  constant  cheating  of  the  consumer,  cor- 
porate scandals  and  the  general  decline  in  happiness. 
This  ties  in  with  the  gain  of  hazards.   Ilr.  Nader  des- 
cribed corporate  control.

He  stated  thnt  the  outoi;!Obile  produces  violence 
nine  tioes  thnt  caused  by  street  crimes,  and 
snid  that  we  pay  too  little  attention  to  it. 
Mr,  Nader  stressed  the  environUiCntal  issue  and 
said  that  we  uust  interpret  and  prevent  our 
pollution.  He  nar.iod  the  chief  destroyers  of  property, 
the  factories  and  corporations  that  head  ther.i. 
rir.  Nader  stated  that  the  heads  shield  themselves 
froi.i  public  view  and  that  it  is  their  inaction  which 
is  hurting  the  environraent.   He  said  that  the  first 
thing  to  do  would  be  to  make  people  aware  of  what  is 
happening.    It  is  interesting  to  note  that  it  is 
the  non-autoi.iobile  countries  which  are  saving  the 
environj.ent  -  i.e.,  atmosphere  in  particular.   Ilr. 
Nader  talked  about  oil  slicks  and  acid-filled  water, 
pesticides  and  mining  conditions c   He  talked  about 
the  factories,  the  foundries  and  lung  cancer.   He 
stated  thattwelve-fold  llontreal's  most  polluted  day 
is  a  typical  day  near  a  Union  Carbide  factory. 
Mr,  Nader  said  they  don't  have  smoke  stacks,  just 
holes.   He  stated  that  most  fish  in  the  St.  Lawrence 
would  bo  full  of  detergent  and  pesticide.   Ilr.  Nader 
said  that  it  is  up  to  the  polluters  to  do  something 
about  the  environment.   He  stated  that  in  frankfurters 
are  contained  roaches  entrails.   Happy  Eatingi 

Ilr.  Nader  said  that  each  new  car  causes 
more  dav.iage  per  accident  and  causes  more  accidents  than 
did  the  last  model.   He  stated  that  only  two  foreign
